With tho country's coal supply lar- 
gely ordered ahead, the Administra- 
tion will be In position to act prompt- 
ly and faeiutate the movement of an 
ade(i\iaie suiiply of coal to meet tht 
demand. The railroads will be en- 
abled to Judge of the traffic faeilitle 
which must be made available for aid- 
ing coal production and for dlatrlbu- 
Ing the supply. 

The fact the conaumers cannot se- 
cure Immediate delivery should not 
deter them from placing their order.- 
at once. These early orders once on 
the books become the basis for the de- 
termined drive to secure an adeciuate 
prodootion and prompt distribution.
